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The  Boy  Scouts  Association,  which  Began  its  work  in 
Canada  in  1910,  has  already  done  valuable  work.  Between 
forty  and  fifty  thousand  hoys  have  received  the  benefit  of 
the  Scout’s  training.  Most  favourable  reports  have  reached 
the  Dominion  Council  as  to  the  effect  of  this  training  on 
the  boys  concerned,  one  remarkable  fact  being  that  no  less 
than  thirty-five  Boy  Scouts  have  performed  gallant  acts  of 
life-saving,  at  the  risk  of  their  own  lives,  and  have 
received  medals  and  certificates. 


In  view  of  the  results  shown  during  the  four  years 
that  the  Boy  Scouts  have  existed  in  Canada,  and  of  the  very 
satisfactory  reports  from  all  parts  of  the  British  Empire, 
His  Royal  Highness  is  more  than  ever  convinced  of  the  urgent 
necessity  of  enlarging  the  scope  of  the  Association  in  order 
that  it  may  make  its  good  influence  felt  on  the  whole  of  the 
rising  generation  of  Canada.  He  is  particularly  anxious  to 
bring  this  about  before  the  conclusion  of  his  term  of  Office 
as  Governor-General. 


The  reply  to  the  Duke  of  Connaught's  recent  appeal 
for  funds  has  hitherto  met  with  a  very  generous  response: 
nearly  $60,000  have  already  been  subscribed,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  total  may  reach  the  sum  of  $100,000  before  the 
subscription  list  is  finally  closed. 
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the  existence  of  this  fund  will  make  it  possible 
out  some  much  needed  re-organization,  His  Royal 
is  of  opinion  that  the  time  is  ripe  to  enlarge  the 
Council,  in  order  that  it  may  in  future  include 


distinguished  and  representative  Canadians  from  all  parts 
of  the  Dominion,  whose  very  names  on  the  council-list  will 
be  the  best  guarantee  of  the  public-spirited  and  educative 
aims  of  the  Association. 


The  Governor-General  fully  recognises  that  many  of 
those  whose  names  he  would  like  to  see  on  the  Council,  have 
few  leisure  moments  to  devote  to  the  details  of  the  Boy 
Scouts  movement.  He,  therefore,  proposes  to  entrust  the 
necessary  work  of  administration  to  a  small  executive 
Committee,  the  functions  of  the  members  of  the  Council  being 
more  of  an  honorary  nature,  although  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
they  may  from  time  to  time  find  occasion  to  assist  the 
cause . 

His  Royal  Highness  has,  accordingly,  commanded  me  to 
invite  you  to  serve  on  the  proposed  council:  the  names  of 
the  gentlemen  who  have  received  similar  invitation  are  shown 
on  the  enclosed  list.
